Chambers notes that the 
state government in California 
ing the last decade has increased 248 
per cent, while the population in- 
creased only 44 per cent and wealth

‘ation. 

“While this is not the case the 
legislative body is inclined to spend 
more money than it would other- 
| wise,” he says, “the pcoople failing to 
act as a check.” 

Referring to the present 
whereby taxation of gross earnings 
of public utility corporations, the 
\ franchises of ordinary companies, the 
' profits of banks and the premiums of 
‘surance companies is ‘eft to the 
state government, the controller 
notes that “of course the people pay 
the tax in the end because the pub- 
lic util ty corporations properly in- 
clude taxes in estimating the cost of 
conducting business. But the aver- 
age person does not realize this.” 

Chambers estimates that under 
laws now effective taxation of cor- 
ynorations will bring in $50,000,444 for 
the biennium beginning July 1, 
inheritance taxes $7.000,000 and from 
other sourees $2,000,000. 

Taking up suggestions for increas- 
ing the state’s income, the controller 
Says:
